The undersigned Respondents, Donze and Bring Back our Future, acknowledge that they
have received and reviewed a copy of the Complaint filed by the Petitioner in this case, and the
- partics submit to the jurisdiction of the Missouri Ethics Commission.

The undersigned Respondents further acknowledge that they are aware of the various rights
and privileges afforded by law, including but not limited to: the right to appear and be represented
by counsel; the right to have all allegations against Respondents be proven upon the record by
competent and substantial evidence; the right to cross-examifie any witnesses appearing at the
hearing against Respondents; the right to present evidence on Respondents’ behalf st the hearing;
and the right fo a decision upon the record of the hearing, Being aware of these rights provided to

Regpondents by operation of law, the undersigned Respondents knowingly and voluntatily waive
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each and every one of these rights and freely enter into this Joint Stipulation of Facts, Waiver of
Hearing before the Missouri Ethics Commissior, and Consent Order with Joint Proposed Findings
of Fact énd Conclusions of Law, and agree to abide by the terms of this document,

Based upon the foregoing, the Petitioner and the undersigned Respondents jointly stipulate
to the following and request that the Missouri FEthics Commission adopt as its own the Joint
Proposed Findings of Fact and the Joint Proposed Conclusions of Law, as follows:

JOINT PROPOSED FINDINGS OF FACT

IR The Missouri Bthi(;s Commission is an agency of the State of Missouri established
pursuant to Section 105,955, R8Mo, in part for the purpose of enforeing the provisions of Chapter
130, RSMo,

2. Respondent Bring Back Our Future was a continuing committee registered with the
Missouri Ethics Commission from May 27, 2014, through August 20, 2015,

3. Respondent Donze was the troasurer for Respondent Bring Back Our Future,

4, Pursuant to Sections 105959 and 105961, RSMo, the Commission’s staff

investigated the reports and statements filed with the Commission and reported the investigation

* findings to the Commission,

5. Based on the investigation report, the Commission determined that there were
reasonable grounds to believe that violations of law occurred, and it therefore authorized & hearing
in this matfer pursuant to Section 105.961.3, RSMo.

COUNTI
Failure to mainiain official fund depository

6. On May 27, 2014, Respendents identified account number ending 7768 at U1.S.

Bank as Respondents’ official depesitory account.




7. On January 2, 2015, U.S, Bank forced that account closed.

8, After January 2, 2015, Respondents did not have an official depository account
within the State of Missouri in the committee’s name.

9, Within twenty (20) days of January 2, 2015, Respondents did not file an amended
statement of commitfiee organization or a committee termination statement with the Missour
Ethics Commission reporting that the account had been closed.

10, | Respondents did not file & statement of committee termination until August 20,
2015, which was more than seven (7) months after the account was closed.

COUNT 11
Unauthorized use

11, Between May 23, 2014, and July 3, 2014, Respondents made three cash
expenditures fotaling $1,591.28 from the committee’s officlal depository account, Respondents
provided no documentation substantiating the purpose of these expenditures,

12, On May 29, 2014, Respondent Donze made a purchase of $29.30 from Gamestop
using the committee’s official depository account, Respondents did not report this expenditure on
oampaign finance reports, and Respondents provided no documentation substantiating the purpose
of this éxpcndi’cure.

13, OnlJune 2, 2014, Respondent Donze made a purchase of $10 from Key Drugs using
the committee’s official depository afccount. Respondents did not report this expeﬁditure on
gampaipn finance reports, and Respondents provided no documentation substantiating the purpose

of this expenditute.

“anonymous” sources,

association, or g federally or state-chartered credit union in which the committee shall open and
thereafter maintain at least one official depository account in its own name.” § 130,021.4(1),

The parties have filed a Joint Stipulation of Facts, Waiver of Hearing, and Proposed
Consent Order with the Missouri Ethics Commission. Accordingly, the Missouri Ethics
Commission accepts as true the facts stipulated and finds that Respondents Lance Donze and Bring
Back our Future violated Sections 130.021.4(1), 130.021.7, 130.034, 130.031.1, 130,110(1),
130.031.2, 130.041.1, 130.046.1-3, 130.041.1(3), 130.041.2(1), 130.031.4, 130.031.5,
130,041.1(4), and 130.036, RSMo.

The Commission directs that the Joint Stipulation be adopted.

1. Respondents shall comply with all relevant sections of Chapter 130, RSMo.

2. It is the order of the Migsouri Ethics Commission that a fee is imposed against

Respondents in the amount of $11,000 pursuant to Section 105.961.4(6), RSMo.
However, if Respondents pay $1,100 of that fee within sixty (60) days after the date of
this Order, the remainder of the fee will be stayed, subject to the provisions below. The
fee will be paid by check or money order made payable to and sent to the Missouri

. It is further ordered that Respondent Donze must file all necessary reports and

amendments with the Commission at the time of execution of the consent order,

. Regardless of the stay in paragraph 2 above, if Respondents commit any further

violations of the campaign finance laws pursuant to Chapter 130, RSMo, as amended,
within the two-year period from the date of this order, then Respondents will be
required to pay the remainder of the fee. The fee will be due immediately upon final

adjudication finding that Respondents committed such a violation.

. Respondents shall be jointly and severally liable for all fees in&g&s‘ed under this order.
